]. Dysodia fenestratella s]), nov. 

Fon'friny^^: olive-drab; the markings olive fuscous ; the costa witli foor 
I lark marks, one near ])ase, one before and beyond the middle, the fonrth before 
apex ; from the inner side of the last a thick olive fnscous band runs parallel 
fo the hiiidmargin as far as vein ‘i, where it is joined by a shorter band from 
the subcostal vein, the two forming a V-shaped mark ; above and below the 
median vein on the inner side of the V are two small round hyaline spots, the 
upper one witliin the cell ; beyond the outer arm are three similar spots in 
the spaces between veins '1 and 5 ; below vein 2 the V-^haped mark swells out 
into an inverted funnel-shaped mark resting on the inner margin ; beyond the 
three outer hyaline spots are several smaller pale spots mixed with dark scale 
]latches ending in a larger patch at anal angle ; from the outer arm of the V below 
the costa a curved dark streak runs to middle of hiiidmargin : fringe olive fnscous; 
all the veins pale. 

iUmhving.^: with a large anvil-sliajicd hyaline blotch, round which are 
collected an irregular lot of small round hyaline spots alternating with dark 
olive patches ; marginal area jialer, without spots. 

Underside mottled with greenish grey and olive fuscous ; the V-shaped mark 
of forewings dark and very conspicuous. Head, thorax, and abdomen like ground 
colour of wings. 

Exiianse of wings : "il mm. 

One cJ from the west side of the Lnitpold Moniitains, near Ikntha, Ib'itish 
East xVfriea. 

The costa of forewings is incurved in middle : hindmargin of both wings 
bulged at vein *.5, in the hindwings indented beyond cell.

Lathochlora gen. nov. 

Forewitiys : with costa curved throughout, move strongly arched at base ; 
apex prominent, blunt: hindmargin somewhat irregnlarly concave from a])ex to 
vein 3, then shar])ly oblhpie. 

1 Itndicings : blnutly angled at vein 4, and cdbowed at vein <1, concave between. 

raljn moderate, the terminal joint drooping ; tongue jiresent; frennlum absent; 
antennae short and thick, subserrate, with close clavate teeth, rasjied above. 

Neuratioh: forewings, cell broad, about one-third of wing; discocellnlar shortly 
concave above, then oblique and faint; first median nervule at two-thirds, second 
and third from lower angle of cell ; lower iwlial from the bend in the discocellnlar, 
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iil>per from upper angle of cell; the live subcostals .btiilkedj 11 anastomosing 
strongly witli 12. Hindwiijgs ; with 11, 4, and 7 stalked. 

Ty])e : Lathoi hlora hwrnata s]). uov. 

The genus is certainly allie<l to !lnloi»hntn\'< Warr. tVotn India, hut sufficiently 
di^tinet. 

Lathochlora inornata si>. uov. 

Foreu'iiKjii: dull greyish green, with an indistinct inile (Uirved >pace at oue-third, 
ainl another at tmiv-fifths, this last becoming whitish on inner margin before anal 
angle ; tViuge somewhat ])aler. 

Hhhifnmjs: with outer curved space only : the basal area ])ale, siiblivaline. 

Underside similar, but jialer, tlie markings more diffuse. Head, tliovax, and 
jib(lomen pale green ; antennae ochreons. 

Uxpanse <)J‘ wings : 25 mm. 

One ? from Warri, Niger Uoast Protectorate, ]May USIU (Dr. Kothj. 

Subfamily .STERKHINAE. 

:h Craspedia planipennis sp. nov. 

Forea'higs: bone-colour, obscurely powdered or discoloured with ochreuus ; 
the costal edge at base brownish ; in certain lights three faintly darker waved 
lines can he detected, inner, median and outer, the last the idainest: slight brownish 
marginal dots, often effaced ; fringe concolorous ; no cellspot. 

Uuiihvin(j6 : similar : with an obscure brownish cell dot. 

Underside pale, unmarked ; the costa of forewings yellowdsli. Face and palpi 
above dark brown ; vertex, thorax, and abdomen bone-colour. 

Exj)anse of wings : 20 mm. 

One 6 from Sierra Leone. 

Forewiiigs wdth apex rounded : hindwipgs with hindmargin well rounded, 
the anal angle almost lohed. 

4. Craspedia rufinubes s]). nov. 

Forewinys : bone-colour, hardly speckled ; first and second lines indistinct, 
at one-third and one-half of costa, both angled outwards, in cell and on vein 6, 
then oblique inwards to one-fourth and beyond middle of inner margin respectively : 
exterior line red browm and fine at three-fonrtbs, shaped as in adihctarm Wlk., 
followed except at costa by a liinulate purplish grey baud, which is Iringed with 
rufous and darker beyond cell and above anal angle ; submarginal line waved, 
followed by a marginal rnfous fnscoiis band, finely edged with white l)efore the 
black festooned marginal line; fringe bone-colour, tinged with rufous and grey; 
apical i>ale s])ace with a j^ateh of black-and-white scales ; cellspot black, placed 
in an indistinct grey annulus, which is sometimes faint. 

Hind wings: with the cellspot placed in a large grey loop termed by the 
median line; outer line and snbmarginal shades rnfous grey, less i>rououuced 
than in forewings. 

Underside with the lines and markings grey. Face and ])al])i above black 
brown ; vertex, thorax, and abdomen concolorons with wings. 

Expanse of wings 22—24 mm. 

Three 66 from Unyoro ; two from Warriugo River, August and December 
18fi7, one from Ulumb, January 1898 (Dr. Ansorge). 
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Eois macrostyla sj». nov. 

rorewing.s: oclircous, tinged with yellowish, and dusted with fuscous; costa 
hrowuish fuscous at base ; the lines brown ; first at one-fourth, well marked on 
costa, ])i‘low which it is bent : outer line at three-fourths, bluntly angled outwards 
t*u vein d, then oblicjne to inner margin at three-fourths : median shade indistinct ; 
snbmarginal line ])ale, between ochraceous shades ; fringe glossy ochreous, with 
rather large dark s])Ots at the base beyond the edge of the wing. 

]]itt(hrings : with the outer line sinuous, and a slight eellspot. 

Underside more strongly tinged with yellowish, and more coarsely speckled 
with blackish ; the lines darker. Thorax and abdomen ochraceous : vertex ]»ale, 
face and {lalpi dark browu. 

Ex]*ause of wings : Id mm. 

One 6 from the west side of the Luitpold IMonntains, near Ikntha, British 
East Africa. 

I have not been able to denude the unique sjjecimen, but as hir as can be 
made out, veins 0, 7 of the hindwiiigs separate just before the hiudniargin. 

0. Eois sublimbaria s}). nov. 

Fore wings: bon e-col on r, roughly freckled with pale greyish or brownish 
scales; costa marked with indistinct piir])lish grey dashes, denoting the origin 
of the lines ; these are scarcely traceable, but ap])ear to run all parallel to the 
bindmargiu, which is ])receded by purplish grey scales, most promiuent beyond the 
cell; fringe coneolorous, chequered with purplish grey ; uo eellspot. 

JJlndwlngs : with the dark marginal scales more prominent. 

Underside similar. Face purplish brown ; vertex, thorax, and abdomen con- 
colorous with wings. 

Expanse of wings ; 14 mm. 

One J from South Africa. 

7. Induna curvimargo si». nov. 

Foreiclngs: bone-colonr, faintly powdered with darker; first and second lines 
ochraceous, diffuse ; first at one-fifth, angled in cell ; second from just beyond 
one-half, angled on vein fi, to middle of imier margin ; third line brown, fine 
and concise, rounded at vein 0, then sinuous to three-fonrtlis of inner margin, 
followed by an ochraceous shade with luiiiilate outer edge, stopping short at 
vein 0, below which it is darkest; shade beyond snbmarginal line hardly expressed; 
marginal line brown, containing darker dots between the veins in upper half of 
wing ; fringe bone-colonr, tinged with ochraceous ; eellspot black. 

llindwings: witiiout first line ; the shade beyond outer line fainter. 

Underside bone-colonr, speckled witli j)a]e brown ; cellspots aud outer line 
only plain. Face and ])al[»i brown ; vertex, thorax, and abdomen like wings. 

Expanse of wings : 22 mm. 

One J from Mpeta, Loangwa Fiver, affiuent of the Zambesi, November and 
December 1895, the beginning of the rainy season (Coryndon). 

Very near to Induna albida AVarr. from Usnga ; bnt the bindmargiu of both 
wings bent in the middle, in the hiudwiugs strongly ; hind-tibiae without j>eucil 
of hairs aud without spur.s ; tarsi as long as tibiae. 
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>. Isoplenia albivertex si), nov. 

Forewlngs: pale ochreous, varied with rnfons scales, as far as the second line, 
and densest at Imse ; lines rnfons ; first at one-third, curved ; second at two-thirds, 
denticulate outwards on the veins, the teeth of veins 3, 4, and 0 prominent ; third 
line at five-sixths, parallel throughout to second, followed b}' a Innnlatc reddish 
fascia; marginal line thick, red, swollen along the veins, which are also red beyond 
third line; fringe reddish; cellspot linear, reddish. 

Ilindwim/s : similar ; the third line not so near the hindmargin, and the siib- 
marginal fascia not so distinct. 

Underside pale ochreous, with the outer and marginal lines only. 

Face and palpi reddish; antennae and vertex pure white; thorax and abdomen 
ochreous, much suffused with rufous. 

Expanse of wings : 6 3U mm. 

One S from Anderson Kiver, Natal. 

Differs from the type species /. trislnuata in having the vertex and antennae 
pure white instead of red; and the antennae are fully and oblicpiely pectinated. 


0. Ptychopoda basicostalis sp. nov. 

Foracings: bone-colour dusted with grey, and tinged in places with ochreous; 
costa brown from base to first line; first line brown, at one-third of costa, below 
which it is angulated and then runs oblicpiely to one-fourth of inner margin; outer 
line from three-fourths of costa to three-fourths of inner margin, inwardly oblique 
and dark brown at costa, bent outwards at vein 6 and inwards on submediau fold, 
irregularly waved between. Cellspot large, black, with an indistinct ochraceoas 
middle shade through it; two indistinct snbmarginal oehraeeons shades. 

Iluuhvings: with large black cellspot, and indistinct curved postmedian and 
snbmarginal lines. 

Underside with cellspot and outer line very distinct. 

Face, collar, and front of shoulders brown; vertex, thorax, and abdomen like 
wings. 

Expanse of wings : 13 mm. 

One from South Africa. 

The hindmargin of hindwings is bulged at middle; hindlegs wanting. 


10. Ptychopoda squamulata sp. nov. 

Foreicings: brownish-ochreons, the speckling and lines purplish fuscous; basal 
half of costa fuscous; inner line from two-fiftlis of costa and median obliquely 
curved inwards and parallel as far as the median vein, where the median line 
becomes divergent; within the inner line and near it is another less distinct; outer 
line sinuous, at four-fifths, followed by a sinuous purplish grey shade, which is 
partially obsolescent towards costa and is edged by the snbmarginal line beyond 
which is another grey shade; cellspot fuscous; fringe concolorous with wings, with 
a median line formed of dots of blackish scales beyond the vein ends. 

Uindwlngs: with no inner lines; the purplish grey shade beyond ontcr line 
narrower. 

Underside with basal and marginal areas speckled with fuscons, the space 
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between median and enter lines in both wing> clearer. Face and palpi purplish 
fuscous; thorax, vertex, and abdomen coiieolorous with win^s. 

Expanse of wings : 14 mra. 

One 6 from Weenen, Natal. 

Thongh (lifierent in markings, it’i> possible thi> may be a form of J'/. e.n'iinoM. 
WaiT., also from Weenen. 

11. Sterrha griseolineata sp. nov. 

Olosely allied to Sterrha punctilineata. Warn, Nov. Zool. IV. p. (>>, from 
Weenen, Natal, bnt with all the lines and shading fuscous grey, not oehreous. The 
difference is more particularly noticeable on the underside. 

Expanse of wings ; IT mm.—21 mm. 

Two 6 6 from Howick, Natal.

rort'wh)i/s: narrow and elongate; costa curved only at ha>e and before apex; 
liindmargin oblique, hardly curved; anal angle rounded off. 

ll)t}(hcuiys: elongate; hindmargiu curved and slightly elbowed at vein 4. 
Antennae of cJ bipectinated. The ])eetiuations ciliated; pal]»i porrect, hairy, terminal 
joint .short; hind-tibiae without spurs; tongue and frenulum present. 

SeKration: forewings, cell half as long as wing; discocellular vertical; fir.^t 
median at two-thirds, second at seven-eighths; radials normal; T, 8, 0, stalked 
from well before end of cell; 10 and 11 stalked, 10 anastomosing with 7, 8, 0. 
Hindwings with costal anastomosing with subcostal for oidy one-third of cell: veiuN 
7 and S stalked; medians as in forewuig^; radial from centre of discocellular.

i'oreu'infjs : creamy white, finely dusted with fuscous atoms; two taint oehreous 
streaks from inner margin parallel to hindmargiu, at one-tliird, and one-half, both 
obsolescent above the median vein; an ohli(|ne straight fuscous line from before 
apex to two-thirds of inner margin and au indistinct snbmarginal shade: marginal 
line fine, black, swollen into spots between the veins; fringe concoloron^. 

IIh)(hcinys: less dusted, with the two outer lines only. 

Underside with costal area of fore wings and marginal area of Ix^h wings beyond 
outer lines tinged witli grey. Head, thorax, and.abdomen white; shaft of antennae 
white, the joints and pectinations fuscous. 

Expanse of wings : 22 mm. 

One 6 from the west side of Lnitpold Mountains near Ikutlia, Ilritish East 
Africa.

13. Parasynegia rufigrisea sj). nov. 

Forewings : dull lilac grey, speckled and suffused with vinous red; the costu 
strigulated with fuscous; a diffuse reddish patch at base, its outer edge curved and 
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prqjectiug iu cell; central fascia narrow, with sinnons edges; inner edge IVom just 
before middle of costa to before middle of inner margin, outer edge at two-thirds; 
the edges parallel, oiitcurved above and incurved below middle; dentate-liinulatet 
the outer more regular than the inner; the inner shaded outwardly and the outer 
inwardl}*, with red, the Inunles of the outer finely margined with grey; submarginal 
line grey, Innnlate, ])receded and followed by vinous red, and broadly interrn])ted 
between veins 4 and G by a lilac grey patch which extends to hindmargim the apex 
also remaining grey; marginal spots dark red browm; fringe reddish-grey. 

Ihnchmngs : similar, the central fascia more filled n]i with red and narrowed 
towards inner margin, the cellspot linear, ])ale grey, with red edges. 

Underside dull grey, tinged with red, the markings indistinct. Head, thorax, 
and abdomen lilac-grey tinged with red ; the face, palpi, and shoulders red. 

Expanse of wings : 44 mm. 

One $ from Old Calabar. Differing in colouration and markings from all 
the Indian species of the genus, but agreeing in nenration exce])t that the cell is 
shorter.

irregularly with brown; the lines brownish; first from one-foiirtli of costa to one- 
third of inner margin, bent in cell; second, median, from costa beyond middle to 
middle of inner margin, sinuous and regularly dentate; outer line from three-fourths 
of costa to inner margin close beyond median line, regularly dentate. foIlow(‘(l by a 
dentate-luDulate shade which between veins and 5 forms a large eloiuly blotch; 
submarginal indistinct, j)receded by darker luiuiles of which one below costa and 
two beyond cell are very conspicuous; cellsjjot and marginal s]»ots large ami brown- 
black; fringe concolorons. 

Hlndwings: similar, without first line. 

Underside like u])})er. Head, thorax, and ahdoiuen (damaged) like wings. 

Expanse of wings : uiiu. 

One i from the Kassai country, Congo Free State, bst)-''. 

Tlie single example is unluckily worn. Gnen6r‘s emunctarin from Abyssinia 
expands only 40 mm., while Walker's ricaria from South Africa, which corresjionds 
in point of size, is greyish fawn* eolonr. In the forewings veins lo and 11 are sliort- 
stalked; the palpi are well developed, the third joint being fine and distinct, half as 
long as the second.

loreivmgs: whitish, with coarse olive fuscous spots and striae; costal area 
fuscous, the costal edge itself rather deep ochreons, marked with blacdc sjjots; tlie 
three lines starting from black spots; first at one-fifth, scc'ond befoiv middle, thiril 
at two-thirds; the first angled in cell, then oblkjue inward: second angled on vein d, 
then oblique, touching lower end of the oblique ccIls])ot, and j)recede(l on inner 
margin by a thick fuscous line; outer line fine, double, snhsimuite, black with a 
lustrous grey line in the middle, followed by an irregularly dentate j)ale sienna 
brown fascia, speckled with black; marginal area purplish grey, witli slight whitisli 
spot towards apex; marginal line dark; fringe grey, with whitish bas(\ 
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Ililuhcimjs: with a black spot at base; a cliflfiise straight fuscous shade before 
middle, arched before the black cellspot; a <lonble black straight ])Ostmedian line 
with a lustrous grey line between; marginal area as in forewings, with a pale 
triangular patch below median. 

Underside with costa of both wings yellowish; the brown snbmarginal fascia 
broader; head and collar yellowish ochreous speckled with blackish; thorax and 
abdomen cinereons. 

Expanse of wings : 38 mm. 

One 6 from Warri, Niger Coast Protectorate, 3Iay 1.^07 (Dr. Roth). 

Platypepla gen. nov. 

Forewings: short and broad; costa straight for the first half, then strongly 
convex; apex blunt, slightly i)roduced; hiudmargin taintly sinuous; anal angle 
rounded. 

llimhcings: ami)le; the hiudmargin very fully rounded. 

Palpi short, thick, not reaching beyond forehead, terminal joint minute; 
antennae long, snbserrate-ciliate; tongne and frenulnm present; legs rather stout; 
hind-tibiae with fonr spurs; fore wings with fovea. 

Xeuration: forewings, cell fully half as long as wing, the e.xtremities con¬ 
vergent; discocellular vertical; first median at five-eighths, second at seven-eighths; 
radials normal ; 7, 8, 9, stalked from well before end of cell; 10 and 11 coincident, 
anastomosing with 12; snbmedian vein slightly bulged at base beneath the fovea. 

Hindwings : costal approximated to subcostal for half of cell; vein 7 well before 
end of cell; medians as in forewiugs; no radial. 

Type Flatgpepla nuchiria^ sp. nov. 

Closely approximating in structure to Semiothisa, 

10. Platypepla nudaria sp. nov. 

Forewings: pale fulvous ochreous, rather deeper tinged at base and along 
hindmargin; costa speckled with brownish fuscous; a small dark spot on costa near 
base, and an oblique dark streak at one-third, suggesting the commencement of 
basal and inner lines; traces of a postmedian line; cellspot black, distinct; fringe 
concolorous. 

Jlimhvings: with black cells])Ot and traces of postmedian curved line on inner 
margin. 

Underside yellower speckled with brown; cellspots 'and jmstmediau line of 
hindwings only visible. Head, thorax, and abdomen concolorous with wings; palpi 
brown above. 

Expanse of wings: 22 mm. 

One S from South Africa, without more precise locality. 

The insect is not fresh, but does not appear to have ever had distinct lines or 
markings. It bears some superficial resemblance to the Lithosid genus Nudaria, 


Subfamily FIDONIINAE. 

17. Fidonia acuta sp. nov. 

Fore wings : rufous ochreous, with transverse brown striae, the costa dotted 
with fuscous; hind marginal area deeper-tinted, towards anal angle becoming violet 
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grey. Marginul line Ibrmed of black diislies between tlie veins ; fringe 
coucolorons. 

lUndwings : with the whole hindmargin narrowly violet grey. 

Underside paler, dusted with riifons. Head, thorax, and abdomen concolorous. 
Expanse of wings : 22 mm. 

One c? from the Cape of Good Hope (Felder Coll.). 

The forewings have the a])ex ])rodneed and snbacnte; the palj)i are long and 
rostriform. 


Subfamily EXNOMINAE. 

Pareclipsis punctata sp. nov. 

Foretcitigs: pale reddish fawn-colour, densely but tiuel}' black speckled ; the 
lines marked by black s^jots on the veins; first slightly curved atont^-fonrth; second 
from five-sixths of costa below whicli it is slightly ontcnrved, oI)lirpie to three- 
fourths of inner margin, where it becomes obscurely double ; a slight obli(jue dark 
shade from apex ; marginal spots black ; celFspot large, black ; fringe concolorous. 

llhuhvhigs : with a double postinedian line, the outer one dotted on the veins ; 
a very faint trace of a submarginal line; marginal spots scarcely visible. 

Underside, with blackish cellsjiots and an outer line of spots on veins, that in 
the hindwings being submarginal. Head, thorax, and abdomen concolorous. 

Expanse of wings : 30 mm. 

1 ? from Howick, Natal, Oct. 1891. 

The apex of forewings minutely produced; hindmargin sinuous, rounded, not 
elbowed, in the middle. Veins 7, 8, 9, stalked ; 10 and 11 free. 

PHUUDOCHORDA Warr., Nov. Zool. V. p. 254. 

The genus was described from a cJ, in which sex vein 7 is missing ; but I 
find that in the ? the neiiration is complete, vein 7 being stalked with S, 9. The 
antennae of the ? are bi])ectiuate as in the cJ, the ])ectinations shorter and more 
delicate. The specimen, which belongs to the type species Jascimargo^ was taken 
at Howick, Natal, in October 1891. 

Subfamily PROSOFOLOPHINAE. 

Pachypalpia gen. nov. 

Forewings: elongate; costa nearly straight ; apex blunt; hindmargin oblif|ue]y 
curved ; anal angle slight. 

Hindwings: narrow ; inner margin short ; hiudmurgin snbcrenuhite, strongly 
rounded above, nearly straight from anal angle to middle. 

Pal])i [correct, stout and hairy, first joint distinct, second broad and exi)aude<l, 
hiding the third joint; antennae of c? stoutly bipectinate, of ? simple ; tongue 
slightly developed ; frenulum ]>resent ; hind-tibiae swollen, with four spurs. 

Xenration: forewing, cell half of wing ; discocellnlar, vertical ; first median at 
four-fifths, second close to third ; radials normal ; veins 7, 8, 9, stalked; lU and 11 
coincident, anastomosing very strongl}^ with 8, 9, and both separating shortly before 
costa ; liindwing : costal approximated to subcostal for half of cell ; vein 7 from 
cdose before angle ; no radial.
